Tragic End of His Mischievous Mission 
to the Soudan Recalled. 

Loudon. .Tuly 30. — .jvdviees have been 
received here from the Unitetd States to 
the effect that three natives liavc been 
arreste<l in connection with the niurder 
of 1h..> .MarQuis de Mores, Who was re- 
portcil oil .lune 17, 181)0, to have been 
iisKassinated in the south Of .Tripoli. The 
advices add that the iirisoners have con- 
fessed to the murder. 

The .Alarqiiis de Jlores left Floutia, a 
Tripolitaii village, on .Tune 8 for Cliad- 
ainas with eif,'ht companions and ii na- 
tive escort armed with earliincs, He was 
attaidved by the escort who shot him and 
left him lying in the road. 

The Marquis was weli known in Ani- 
eiica. lie was the son of the Duke of 
Viilombrosa and inarried a, daughter of 
Louis Von IIofTman, the banker of .New 
York clt.v, in 1882. Coming to America 
a year later, ho settled in Dakota, «'m- 
barking in tho cattle raising trade. 

The object of his journey to the Pou- 
dan was for the purpose nf enlisting 
Arab chieftains against the British gov- 
ernment.

Details of the closing monicuts of the- 
veiieiable statosman's career are obtain- 
ed with dilllculty, because of tJie lateness. 
of the hour, and the strenuous endeavors, 
of the attendants and family to prevent, 
publicity. The death of the ex-ehan- 
ecllor come as a surprise to all Buropc- 
Despile the family's denial there was- 
an undercurrent of apprehension wlu'iv 
the sinking oC the Prince was lirst an,- 
nouuecd, iuspircd more by what the- 
family left unsaid than by any infor- 
mutiou given, but when the daily bulle- 
tins, cbroululed .improvement iu tha 
Prince's condition, detailed his estensi\& 
bills of fiire, and told of his devotion to 
his pipe, the public accepted Dr. Schwen- ' 
inger's assertion that there was no rea- 
son why • Bismarck should not reach 
the age of UO years. The reports were 
deemed to he a repetition of the ahu-iu 
that Prince Bismarck was in cxtreiiii.s 
v.'hich had been often repeated in tho, 
past. All the Saturday papers iu Euroiie- 
dismissed Biiiniarck with a paragraidi,. 
noting the iuiprovomen,t, while his coinli- 
tiou was completely ovorshudowed in tlic 
English paiR-rs by the condition of tho: 
Prince of Wales' knee.

I'riiice Otto Eduanl Looiiold Pismarek 
Sclionliausen was born of an old noble 
family at Sclionlmusen, April 1, 181.J. IlR' 
was created a Count Seiiteniber 180.),,. 
and Prince (Kurst) Von Bismarck ir» 
March, 1871. He was eilncated at the- 
University of Guettingen and (Jreits- 
wald; silent some time in the army audi 
subseuuently settled as a country genllo-- 
man. Protigbt up in the iiulitical faith i 
of the .Tunkors, of I'russiaii lory siiuir-- 
archv, he became in 18-10 a menila^r of 
the "provincial diet of Saxony, and of" 
tho I'riissiau diet, iu which he lirst at- 
tracted attoution by his liery sp(M}cheH jn - 
defence of the old nionarchial pntty-. 
During the revolutionary period of , 
the services he rendered in the public' de-. 
bates to the Conservative cause led to« 
his appointment as the representative of 
Prussia in the diet of tho old GerninKi 
bund at h'rankfort. Austria was then 
powerful in tho Gennun bund. 

From the time of Bismarck's appear- 
ance, however, tho voice of Prussittjie- 
gan to have increasing weight. . .The' 
successful audacity with whichjiexbeck--^ 
mated Austria iu intrigue, at::, Frankfort, 
was the source of (•onstant, irritation W 
Vienna and naturally tended' to' prodnco- 
some estrangement bet-wcen the Austrian, 
and Prussian courts.' Bismarck was 
scut as au ambassador to St. Petersburg, 
in 18.-J1), and held- that position uutiU 
1S02. In May, o£;1802 he became Priis- >; 
siau ambassador at Pans, hive moutlis 
later he was made first niimsler ot the 
Prussian crown. : v Within the next ten 
years ho bnmbleA the Austrian empire, 
destroyed the 'French cniiiire, and crem- 
ated the'' new German empire. He re- 
modelled the map of Europe, disnieni- 
bering Denmark and France. He enlarg- 
ed the frontiers of Prussia and l>y tho- 
annexation of various iirovinces, includ- 
ing 'the dominions of three dethroned: 
Genrian' princes, and succeeded in. plac- 
ing Germany, which had previously heorj 
the weakest and le.-ist respected i)f all 
the groat jiowers, at the head of all tno- 
statea of Europe. 

The Gorman bund having at liismai-k s 
Instigation resolved to invade fhe Libo- 
Duchies, Austria, Prussia and Saxony 
were entrusted with the execution of the 
t:isk and a war broke out in 180-1 with 
])ciiuiai-k resulting in the loss to her of 
the l^uchies of Schlesig-IIolsteiii and 
l/uurenburg. Bismarck, who was iiOw a 
'Count, determined if possible to aiiiie.v 
1hem to Prussia. The Austrian aii(t 
Saxon troops were recalU.'d, and t hi- 
quarrel eventually led to a war in 18i>(>- 
between Prussia anil Austria, the hist 
named ooim"'y bein)-' joined by Kavaria,, 
Hanover.

Absent Required. 



Final Approval Expected to Coiiio 
Speedily and the War to 
End Forthwith. 



AViisliiiiKi r.u, July 30.— OSvonts of the 
rjcst iiioiii(>ulous ulmFiiotor occurred iit 
the coiifcronco iit tho White IIoumc tliis 
jit'toruoDU betweeu lhc> I'rosidi'iil, Aiii- 
biissudor Ciimbon o£ Fnince iiud Seci-e- 
taty liay, carrying the .peucu negotiii- 
tions far beyond the more submission of 
tL'i'ius of iH'iicc by the United f^tiices aiiiJ 
jtsielui it; llie .liuiuL uf a .iireliuiiu:iry basi;; 
•oi: peaee belweuu I hi.' guveniiiieiil uf 
iSlMiiU and tlie t,'oveniiiK'iil of tlie L'ait- 
tn\ Slates, needing only tlie riilitiealiuu of 
the Madrid cabiuel, to bring tlie war lo 
;iu end. 

Tills was iiccuiupli^lied ou the part of 
»Si)ain when Ambassador C'aiiibun pre- 
iit-nted the Ifresident credentials he bad 
received from tlie tSpanisb governmeui 
-mipoiutiiJB him ■euvoy-e.xtruordinary and 
.t>leuipoteutiury, with, complete iustrue- 
tioDS as to -tlie mauuer of aetiui; upon 
<evory oue of tlio pence conditions pre- 
jionted by tbe United States, iiicluiliug 
the disposition of Cuba, I'orto liii;o, Ibe 
JRliilippiiies, tlie I-adroiies, indeninily, 
'.armistice and all other (piestioiis hkel.v 
.lo .arise .in the course uf Iht- negotia- 
tions. With these eredeniials autlioiiz- 
.ii<g him to ijpeak as ])lenipoteiit iary for 
tlu! goveriinieiit of Sjiaiii, and \villi full 
instructions on every iMiiiit at. issui', -Viu- 
■bassador Camboii on behalf of Sijaiii, n<rt 
i)nly received the peace conditions laid 
<lo\vn by the American ctibiiiet early in 
the day, but thereupon entered upon their 
•full discussion witli ii view to reaching 
-Ji final and complete agreement. 

After some argument the President 
.and Secretary .Day consented to a luodi- 
Scattbn of the American terms. What 
that modification relates to is not dis- 
chisod, but it is not holievod that it ai>- 
'plios to the indopeiidence of Cuba, the 
cession of I'orto Kico or the gninting of 
-ndcciuatc coaling stations to the United 
States in the Pacilic, or to (liininish in 
any particular the terms on -which peace 
will be restored. The modification 
brought about iiractical unanimity be- 
tv.-e<Mi tbe President mm Ambassador 
Cambon as plenipotentiary for Spain, 
and the latter has transmitted the result 
of the conference to Madrid for appro- 
val, whieli iC given will end tbe war. 

The profoundly important ri^sults came 
at)out une.xpeetedly. .Since the original 
proposition of Spain was presented hist 
Xuesday M. Cambon had prepared him- 
Belf to speak with authority on the ques- 
tions which were to arise. The Prcsi- 
- dent himself proposed this course, though 
. outside of himself and the ambossadiK- 
few were aware tliat the latter would 
«Line ready to treat as the envoy of 
^Spain. The first instructioii.s to M. Cnm- 
hon made him merely a moUium of com.- 
uiunicntmg Sjiain's first note, but now 
he appeared \\\\\\ all the attributes of the 
direct diplomatic ollicor of Spain eiii- 
Iiowcroil to act for the govcrnniont wilh- 
iiu his very complete msiruenons. 

The meeting was hehl in the Prcsi- 
•(b'lit's library, and both in the subjects 
<Iiseiisseil and the iiuiireshive manner in 
vbicli tho argument proceeded it was a 
•<'or.fcreiice to \w comnu'inorateil. After 
M. Cambon had presented his credentials 
iifi pleiiipolent iiiry and they had been ex- 
simined iinii his status as envoy of Siiain 
Tccof^nizcd, the first business was tho 
■pnesentation of the terms laid down by 
the tTnlted States. Secretary Day rend 
ttc terms, pausini; at the end of each 
sentence -to allow M. Thibeault to inter- 
pret them into French ni* tho ambassa- 
<lor's knowledge of English is limited. 
This reading by Secretary Day jind in- 
tpj-prctation by !M. Thibeault took biil 1.1 
jniniites. Then begiin the discussion. 
The President and the Ambassador ad- 
Vlresscd eac'h other direct with the groat- 
ost freeiloni and franknes.'J, ea<'h niniii- 
•(Mining tbe jtisfice of his positioii on tlie 
Heveral points involved. 'Wbcii at ti^^t 
nfter an eloiinent. plea liy llie .\inlia.':.sa- 
(lor it was agree<l to modify the condi- 
tions in one Tiiirlieular. Secretary Day 
■withdrew for half an hour and iitlpnd<'(l 
to drafting tbe modifications. This ac- 
conipllsbed the Ambassador addres.^ed 
himself to tin; President not so much as 
the advocate of Spain, but personally. 
M. Cambon is a man of fervid elo(inenee 
and he spoke with intensity of feeling 
■"•hich made a deep impression on the 
President and others present. He spoke 
In Franoh, oneh sentence hHnc raucbt 
np and intorpretofl by M. Thibeault M-ifh

BISMARCK NO MORE.

were annexed to Prussia, and the North 
Germuii confcxlemtiou with Prussia at 
its head was estaiblished in place of the 
old bund, while with the South German 
states an offoasive and defensive alli- 
ance was concluded, giving the King of 
Pru.ssia su]ireme command of all their 
troo]is ill time of war. 

Of the Xcirib (■erniaii bund be was 
cre.Ued clwnc<dlor, and president of the 
gcuer,-al council. In addition Bismarck 
obtained great ipopularity for creating a 
i>'pi-eseiitative branch of the new federal 
govoi-nmeiit on 'the basis of niaiitujod 
.snlTragc. The diet which was lirst as- 
semlOed in l.SST consisted <jf delegates 
re,iii'C.scii1ing a nation of two Tiiillion 
iJer.majjs. Jiisiimrck's next achievement 
was to prevent the attempted annexation 
of ILmxombourg by Napoleon HI. 

In ttSlKi Hismarck withdrew for some 
nxvitths from ncfivi^ public life, Imt ho 
was in power again before tin? end of 
tbe year. Then came the Franco-Oer- 
inan of IS70 and after an unbrcd;en 
scrien of vict(n-ies. King William was 
aide, tlirougb 'ills Chancellor, to ilietate 
Terms of iieace toiiis helpless assailants. 

In his domestic legislation Prince Bis- 
marck has In'en far less fortunate than 
in Ids (liidomatie negotiations. In his 
economical policy, after beginning as a 
free trader, 'lie ailopted a pruteetionist 
cirnrso. "While he tlius !ilienated the Lib- 
erals, his many laws, which were after- 
wards repealed, interfering with the re- 
ligious liberty of the Catholic priest- 
hood, led to a long and bitter struggle 
■w;tli the Catholic church, and made all 
its adherents his bitter enetnies. Eiiually 
sevure was his policy with regard to the 
social democrats, his drastic measures 
against iVhom produced the profound- 
est discontent among the working classes 
in tlie large cities. 

Prince Bismarck took an iijiportant 
ipart iin .connection with the Triple Alli- 
jince between Germany, Austria and It- 
aly, whidh was understood to be directed 
against a possible alliance between Itus- 
sia and France against the Genua n iiow- 

The publication of the late Emperor 
Frederick's diary, in September, 18SS, 
threw a new light upon some of tbe im- 
perial transactions in which Prince Bis- 
marck has been engaged. Mucli sensa- 
tion was croatiHl, both in Germany and 
olso«-lioro, by tbe revelation of the diary 
i<espocting 'the authorship of the idea of 
the 'Gciiman amity. The late Emperor 
claimed to have 'proposed this policy, and 
to have ic.xperienceil great difliculty in 
IKjrisuadiiig Prince Bismarck of its prac- 
tical] ability. 'J'be reported resignation of 
Bismarck as ■I'russian prime minister 
and <'Itancollor -was announced in Febru- 
ary, l.S5)(.). but <lid not actually occur 
until Mari'h ITtli of that yeaer when a 
divergcniie of opinion bet\veen liiiu and 
the Emperor led to his ri'tiremenL. 

His departure from Berlin was made 
the occasion of a great iiopul.-ir deiiKui- 
slratioii. .'■^iiice then Prim-e Bisinarcl; 
lias rc.'sidcd at his country seat. lOspeci- 
ally in tin' .earlier iiioiillis after his re- 
tirement donsidecalile fri('tioii existcii be- 
twei-ii hhn and tbe Kniperor. In IS!):! 
however, file ']^-inc(.' fell seriously ill. 
and the Eiupiiror sent him a telegram of 
syniputhy and offered him the use of one 
of bis castles to assist his convalescence. 
This offer tlie Prince deciiiied, but the 
exchange of courtesies lietwceu him and 
the Empeixir served to make very mani- 
fest the desire of file (Jenman people for 
ii reconcilialion. This was finally .-le- 
coniplishcil up(ru the I'hiipenu' sending 
him presents of wine :and congratulat- 
ing him upon a uecovery from -an attacli 
of influenza.

MARVELS IN X RAYS.- 

One of the latest upHcations is des- 
cribed in a most interesting coinmniii- 
ciition to tlie Academic des Sciences do 
Paris by H, Couriot, in which he states 
that the X rays afford on instantjincoiis 
ami certain means for determining the 
purity of mineral fuel. Tho fact that 
the diamond and wood are l>oth pomio- 
ublo to these rays, whilst silica and tho 
silicates remain oiinquo thereto, pormit- 
Icd the ptiesuniption that tho coml>us- 
fiblo material of fuel would be trans- 
parent to the C!itho<le rays, the siliclous 
asli-fonniiig constituonts, on the other 
liiind, nlistniciing tlie jiassage of the rays 
luid forming an olisljicle the more im- 
peiK'trable in proportion as their abund- 
ance increases. This hypolhosis can he 
justified hy a practical test, with h 
radioscopic screen and an X-ray appara- 
tus. In every instance of the tests 
mndo by the author with antracite coal, 
lignite, peat, coke, and briquettes, {bo 
full details of tlie internal structure of 
tho mineral matter of the fuel was 
plainly revealed, the slightest fragment 
of schist, invisible to the. .unaided •oyc, 
being shown upon tlie screen cither n.'i a 
black spot or as a dark band in the 
field illumliuitod by tho rays. Coal being 
vcr.v transiiarent to tho cathode rays, it 
is tmnopossary to trim the sample into 
a regular shape, Iho largo fragments fiir- 
iiiKiieil by naturnl cleavage snlllcing for 
the test. The radiographs were obtained 
with a in-incli sparkling coil and a Wil- 
lard lube, tJie exposure bidlig foi 
alinnt five minutes with samples mens 
uriiig V/i fo 2 inches in thickness.

Special value is ^iven to the 
article by the fact thai the editor of 
Ihe I'^nterprise. Ilr. WalUeni. diirin;,' his 
legislative term gave sjieeial allenlinu to 
parliamentary nnil constitutional ipies- 
li( IIS. The points made liy the lOnlcr- 
pi'isc show Hull ill this matter of olllcial 
preceilence luorc lhan a. mere social 
ipiesiiou i.( involved. It goes to the very 
basis of the federal union, for it touches 
the character of tho provincial govern- 
nii'iUt. Those who reniemlier the fiirly 
iliiy of confederation jvill recall the dif- 
ference of oiiiiiioa *liich I hen found 
exprossion us to the .Mains of the prov- 
inces, some contending that they were 
siiaply iMissessed of such powers as were 
deagated to them, and others liohling 
that, after the iirovisions of the Bi-ilisli 
North .America Act had been salistied 
far as the Dominion parliament was con- 
ceineil, the residue of power remaiiujd 
in Ihe provinces. In other words, the 
provinces retained all excciit what they 
speeilically surrendered by Ihe .\cl. ol 
Confederal ion. The latter view of the 
case seems to be favored by all the re- 
cent decisions. If we mistake not tin 
decision of the .Tudicial Coinniittee oi 
the Trivy Council in the .Maritime Hani 
case is of great, imiiortance in this eon 
mdion. T!ie -Maritime Bank failed and 
the province of .New Brunswick had on 
deposit .'s;!l),()0O. It was contended by 
the provincial ;,-overnnient that as repre 
si-nliug the crown it bad a lien on tin 
asrct.s prior to private depositors, and it 
V. as so held. UiKiuestionably many im 
pertant prerogatives ine crown art 
vested in tho Ideutenant-fJovcriior. Take 
the (luestion involved in the richt to llu 
precious metals in tho E. (.t X. railway 
bell. These not having b(H>n speeilieally 
nientioned in the grant, the .Tudicial 
Coinniittee of the I'rivy Council hold 
that they did not pass to the grantor 
under the generhl Words of description, 
on ihe piinciple that the jirerogativo of 
the crown cai.nnt bo ta'ucn away by ini 
pliiation. r.iu Ih.ere is no (piestiou that 
liad the legislature granted the pieciou.'- 
metals to tlie company, the Lientonnnt 
(Jovernor's apiirnval would have divested 
the crov.ii of its prero^ja live. Seein 
thiierm-e lli;il llic I .ieiil ciiaul -< lovcriKi 
is invested with certain prerogativ 
rights of the crown, it i.i ninuifcst that 
the mere laet that an ollleiiil owes his 
appiiiiitiiient to ihe cro-.vn cives him in 
preiedencr as of ri;:ht. This dues no! 
toiah one of Ihe points made by Canon 
Bcuiilaiids in his letter to the Colonist, 
i: iiiiely, that t.ables of precedence may In 
ai bil ra rily settled by the Sovereign so 
far as tlie iMiipire is concerned, or by 
the tiovernor-tieneral or Lieutenant- 
(lovernors as far as the Colonies are con 
ceriied.

We iiiint a lelli-r from Mr. Fripp in 
regard to the Slikim,- route, as an act 
of fairness to him. hut in doing so feel 
it right to say that however unsatisfac- 
tory the condition of that route may bo 
at the present time, it is undoubtedly the 
only one to the Yukon tlint will be pcr- 
niaiient. Mr. H. B. Carter of tho Ckh- 
ndian I'acific expressed biniself vei'y 
strongly to this effect to the Colonist 
yesterday, saying among other things 
that the steamers on the upper Yukon 
will go u|i the II(>otalini|Uii as soon as 
a traiinvay can lie const nictcd t(^ that 
river I'roiii Lake Bcnncll. He says that 
a line thirty-live miles long would be 
needed for tills purpose. If it is de- 
sirable to build a tramway lo enable 
peii|ile going over the passes to reach the 
outlet of 'J'e.-diii Lake, surely the I'oad 
which will go to Teslin Lake itself will 
he the best of all ways to get into the 
country. It is aa unfortunate thing that 
so many people were misled by the ae- 
lioK of Ihe Dominion goveriiineiit, in re- 
gard to this route. Umiuestiomibly that 
has given the Stlkiue a black eye fur the 
lucsent, but tho Colonist has every hope 
that next year will witness such a 
I l.aii;;c as will secure to Canada the 
trade of tin; yukon valley, and that the 
Ir.iHic will go via Tesliu Lake.

The 07lli I'siilin is a remarkable iiiece 
of literature. Its exact age is iinascer- 
taiiiiihle.. If David wn>le it, nearly 
thirty centuries has passed since it was 
composed. It may be of very much 
greater age, for it is not. probable that 
wliieh are called "The I'salins of David" 
were all written hy him. This iiartieular 
psalm hears inlernal' evidence of very 
great antiiiuity, so far as the subject 
mailer goes, whatever may be the date 
at which it was put into tlu! form from 
wl-.ich tlu> lOnglisli version was trans- 
lated. Ndtliing occurred in the time of 
Daviil, so far as any record has been 
]iies('rv('il, which warrants Ihe extra- 
ordinary descriptive language employed. 
.Speaking of the .Miniglity, Ihe PsalniisI 
says: "Clouds and darkness are round 
alioiit him," and again, ".V fire goelli 
before him and hurnetli np his enemies 
round abopt. Ilis lightnings eulighteu- 



ed Ihe world. The earth .saw and trem- 
bled. Tho hills melted like wax in tho 
1 1 : esence oC the Ijord,??|i • a?Jiisfcjfn'liu'rd ly 
be dismissed ait liypeiholo. It ciin hard- 
ly lie rcL'.-irded as a poetii; fjincy of what 
riiglil he. .lusiii'e lo the unknown au- 
tluir and tlie grandeur of hi.s subject 
coinpels tiije conchision tliat what is here 
pertrnycd, as by a few vigorous strokes 
of ti painter's brush, is something that 
really took iilace, not necessarily some- 
thing that the writer himself witnessed, 
but an actual occurnonce, the" memory 
of which was preserved by oral tradi- 
tion. AVe have here a picture of a tre- 
meialous deiuonslration of power, ae- 
cemimnied by clouds, darkness, lightning 
and heat tliat molted the I'oclts. Nor is 
this the only place In tlie scripture-i 
where refereuco is nmde to a, cataclysm 
of this nature. It is not iioetry only: 
it is liistory. 

The KUoJcitnt legend of the time when 
the mountains melted and lan niio vea- 
sea would be told in the liinguage of the 
Niiiely-seveiith rsahn without ehiiiigiiig 
a syllable. There is the same legend of 
clouds and darkness, of a" wall of fire 
e.vtending apparently from one end of 
the earth ■mother, of hills melting like 
wa.\. A\'lieii the terrilic dcnionsl ra I ion 
of power siihsided, the survivors sa\v Ihe 
Cascade mountains, as wo have thein 
lo-day. rising where formerly there had 
hcea either level plains or rolling hills. 
.\.. one will be so ahsurd as lo sniipose 
that the Kliiddtats borrowed their 
legend from ilui .Tews or vice versa. The 
conclusion, which cannot be avoided, is 
that bnlh races iircserved the record of 
a U n-ilile ciiuvulsion iil' iialiire. 

liilile reading would be vastly more 
lu-efituble if tho reulr.ess of the events 
nurratod M-ere kept more steadily in 
mind.

of Itider Haggard. This exiiorleiico was 
directly connected with the Mtttahele 
war ot not so very long ago, and indeed 
old South Africans give Mr. Burnham as 
much credit almost as the British tmnps 
fia- tiie subjugation of the warlike In..^ 
tiles— as (iercc a fighting tribe as even 
the famous Zulus.

tiire, or if not, the death of this .Mata- 
bele pope. 

Burnham understood, nnd securin;,' one 
volunteer coiiipunioii siic-cecileil in iiiaU- 
in;; his way. undiscovered, llirouKb the 
h'lstiles, up the sacred inoitnlaiu and into 
the very temple of the high priest. 'I her':' 
he talked to the power hehiiKl the throni' 
of the tribe, and liiiding nrguiiient use- 
less, was forced to ilespnti h llie pinpiu-; 
with a revolver bullet, in order to save 
his own life.

Siberian Wilds. 

On the Iljiper \ a (I'.etwreii Selilgalova 

Mill IJsf-Kutl. .lune :;.--\Vo have sliirteil ou 
our long vovage down the Lena, anil liavi? 
good hope of coming fo the Polar sea 111 
tiiue to be able to mnke an atlempt to 
ri'.U'b tlie New Siberian Islands wliiie thc>- 
sea is most likely to be free from lee. • At 
tile village or town of Tulnn, our journey- 
on tlie train, which had lasttnl about two- 
we(.i;s from St. I'etersburg. came to an end,, 
and we iiiid to entrust oursi-lves and our 
liiiiigs lo a tarantass and two telegas, l.'n- 
happily, tile oilier from the autliorltii's ti> 
file dinen-nt postal stations to provide us 
v.-illi horses, etc, liail not reached the par- 
tes concerned, and for this reason the. jour- 
ney from Tuiiin to Irkutsk (4(10 kfionietres)' 
beeaiiK' botli ti'dious and somewhat annoy- 
ing. In Irkutsk we met with tlie most

tiuio abont 'JO. They are rather sliiiUy an.li 
seiiiewiiat primitive ill tlieir coiislriictlon, . 
'Mil they are comparatively comfortiil)lt>. . 
'I'hov make their tours on the upper Lenili 
iiio.s'tly to file gold fields at Vltliu, and^to- 
ti'e city of Yakutsk; only thff ateamer-

SAVED BY A pOCKBT-kNIFB. 

]{v the sinking of the La Bourgogno 
and" the awfnl loss of life is recalled tlie 
accident to the Ville de Havre of the 
same line in 1S71J , when the latter 
named ship was slrack at night and 
went down at once, carrying almost all 
on board. FitifiiHy few were those 
who were saved from the Havre, but 
tiinmig them was the prominent New 
\ork lawyer Wittlnius, and tin? way in 
vbieli he escaped i-s so extraordinary 
tliat it sounds like a well-coneocted tale, 
instead of tin? plain fuel that Mr. 
\\'!ttiians Vouches it to be. 

The afteriKKUi preceding tlie accident 
t ) the Havre. ^Ir. \\'ittlmus, with an 
other man. was 011 de(.'k. and Mr. Witt 
bans was leaning agiiiiist the talTriiil un- 
der the liagstafT in the stern. As the 
two men stood there talking the friend 
put his hand on the large life buoy 
that was hanging over the side and 
called Mr. Witthuus' attention to it 

•hold;, ' he said, "these life buoys are 
siiiijilv sereainiuK farces. Tliis one here 
is so "stiff and hard with coats of jiaint 
that you eouldn'r get it free excejit by 
cutting it with a Unifo," 

Mr. Wittliiins atleiiipted to move it. 
but found it gltied hard and fast. The 
friend took out his knife and began 
idlv sticking it into the soft pine of the 
IhigslafI". and anniseil liiiaself so tlie rest 
of ilie tiim> that they talked before they 
Were interrupted hy the dinner gong. 
Tbeii Iliey both went below. 

I-;arlv the next luorniiu; wliile tlie pas- 
senger's Were still asleep the collision 
(.(-eiirred. and in the mad panic that at 
(dice followed Mr. Vitthnus did what he 
(-ould to get the wotijen and cliildren in- 
to the lifeboats. From tho first lie re- 
garded himself as doomed, for there 
were not nearly boats enough for all the 
Jassenger.s, and it Was evident that the 
siiip would float only a few minutes. 
Several women ./liom he knew mi 
board he foiiml places for at once, only 
to see the boat overtara as soon as it 
\'.-as launched, and all go down, one of 
them with lier tw" little ebihlren in her 
arms. 

llorriiied and sickened by the sight, he 
went baci; to the stern of the shi|). which 
\\!is higher otit <>( the water than the 
bow, to wwit Until he, too, went down, 
and stood leaning agiiin on the taffrail. 
As be (lid so in n thlrdi he recollected thi' 
cimversation of tlx' afternoon before, and 
looke(i ovei- the rail. There still hung the 
life buoy, stiff and linmovalde, and tlie 
iiisliiK-t of self preservation sprang to 
life once more. A knife to free the buoy 
and he m'glit be save*!, but he haii 
IK, no with him. and to find one was im- 
iiossible with tlie ship liable to go down 
at any second. . 

At the game moment his o^ie caught 
the flagstaff, and there, where his friend 
had evidently forgotten it the afternoon 
before, stuck the kidfe. Witli the haste 
of life and death Mr, 'Wittliaus pulled it 
out and hegnn In saw away at the buoy, 
and he freed it iuid threw hiinseIC off tlie 
deck into llie se;i jiist in time to get" 1m'- 
yond the V(d'lex thiil, came as tlie great 
ship went down. Hacking hundreds of 
^■ictims with it. Mr, Wittliaus Moated 
iiliont for soni(> liiiie, and was at last 
liicked up liy a Kiiiall imat that was wait- 
ing about for eluiuce survivors, and was 
brouglit hack to New York lo tell of one 
of the most awful oatastrophies tliat ov- 
er JjnppQliQ^ ftt ?Cfti— New York Press.
